from the main shaft. It meant that for the 
first three days, until the mine could be 
reventilated, the rescue teams had to travel 
four miles wearing heavy _ breathing 
apparatus -two miles in and two miles out. 
The fire lasted three weeks and 135 men 
were brought: in from the Timmins, 
Kirkland Lake, and Sudbury areas to fight 
‘it. Six mine rescue training officers joined 
Mr. McPhail at the scene. “s 
“I think that’s the worst fire'we have had 
but no man lost his life. There were no 
. injuries, noaceidentsto team members and 
no lack of discipline,”” Mr. McPhail said 
proudly. mes ; - 
“I think that with the terrible conditions 
in which’ they. were working, the fact that 
no man said ‘I don’t want to go back’ is a 
pretty good way of assessing the efficiency 
of our mine rescue training program.”’ 
The first mine rescue station in the 
province was. built at Timmins in the 
- Porcupine District, where training was 
officially started in November 1929. This 
was followed by the establishment of a 
station in the Sudbury District in 1931, and 
in the Kirkland Lake District in 1932. 
Regular annual competitions in Ontario 
provide the spark necessary to maintain 
the interest in mine rescue training. 
»‘‘Certainly a fire 1s the greatest boost to 
et But we don’t want to go down and 
set.armunderground fire just for the sake of 
having a practice drill,’” Mr. McPhail said.

This tussle, between the federal govern- 
ment (Otto Lang, Jean Chretien and the 
Liberal caucus from Quebec) and the air 
traffic controllers, the airline pilots, and 
most of the other pilots and the 
plane-owners of the country is a serious 
‘one. It may divide the country on.a.-French 
versus English basis more effectively 
than any other single matter that has 


arisen since bilingualism became such a , 


prime federal policy. 

As. I see it, the issue could destroy the 
‘Trudeau government and even wipe out 
the Liberal party as a force in English 
speaking Canada, much in the way the 
hariging of Louis Riel put the Tory party 
into a permanent ruck in French Canada. 

You may now be asking: What the devil 
is this guy talking about? 


I'M TALKING ABOUT the. policy of 
bilingualism. There is a deep residual 
resistance to it in English Canada, down 
below the surface of piety put on it by 
leaders of the major political parties. 

The receptiveness to bilingualism of the 
university-education and the peer group 
leaders of government and professions is a 
nice middle-class thing. It is not, however, 
a passionate conviction held by thousands 
of people who are willing to volunteer their 
time or to inter-lock with thousands of 
other Canadians of the other language 
group in making it work. 

What’s carried bilingualism this far (as I 
can see it) has been the following mesh of 
influences: — 

- The acceptance of it by the parties and 
their leaders, primarily to keep Canada 
together ; thatis, to ward off separatism in 

. Quebec. 

-- The alacrity of the federal government 
in pumping huge sums of money into 
bilingualism programs, including direct 
grants to the provinces. 

-- The theme that ‘‘cost isno object” in 
bilingualizing the federal bureaucracy 
took shape at the same time as a 
remarkable expansion in the federal 
public service swept away or bought off: 
much internal resistance to the programs, 
that is, the anglos in the bureaucracy 
hardly loved bilingualism but it was “the 
game” and clearly if you ever wanted to 


be anybody in the federal system, ‘you 


“went along in jig step. . *, 


BUT OUT THERE in the villages and 
towns and boondocks of both ‘Quebec and 
the rest, of Canada, enthusiasm for 
bilingualism has just been token. 


It is literally impossible for politicians, 


especially those {n power who have staked 


so much in argument and literally billions , 


on something they have come to believe as 
crucial to the fate-of the nation, to admit 


that a program has been.or is becoming a ~ 


failure or even that it is not working well. 
And for the federal Grits from Quebec it 


is even worse. If they can’t make: 
bilingualism go, they have fluffed 


everything. Fanatic pride and ego is 
involved. 
Unfortunately for the Trudeau govern- 


‘ment, perhaps for Canada as a whole, 


bilingualism in air traffic control has run . 
into two determined union groupings. The 
key one is really not the traffic controllers, 
it is the pilots. The key to the issue, of 


course, is not safety, it is simply . 


bilingualism. 


THE AIR TRAFFIC controllers. have © - 


jobs of eneugh difficulty and challenge 
that it is difficult for the government and 
transport organizations to find altern- 
atives for them. But they are a small 
group. They haven't the numbers or the 


deep pride or the money resources or the

The pilots are not amenable to high- — 
handed action by governments or law _ 
officers. If they have made up their minds 


(and I believe they have) that bilingual- 
ism in Canads shall go no farther, it won't. 


- Otto Lang and Jean Chretien have: 
misjudged both the resistance to bilingual- 


ism among the pilots and controllers and 


the calibre of these people. In the short run. 


the government may get by the earliest 
part of the crisis through the appointment 
of the hoariest of gambits, a commission 
of inquiry. . 

This may keep planes in the air through 
the Olympics.

With so much to do and to enjoy outdoors 
this summer, it’s, not too difficult. to 
neglect houseplants. Sometimes this 
neglect can lead to a. buildup. of ,— 
troublesome insect pests like the mealy / 
bug, warns an Ontario Ministry ® of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturalist. 
“These soft-bodied, slow-moving insects 
congregate in the axils of leaves and 
stems, and appear as a cluster of. . 
creamy-white cotton balls on otherwise 
healthy plants.” says R. A. Fleming. 
Coleus, fushsia and some yarieties of cacti 
are particularly susceptible to infestation. 
Mr.. Fleming says that diazinon has 
proved to be a very effective insecticide in 
the control of mealy bugs. Usually one 
spray applied thoroughly will give: 
complete control. Another control 
alcohol; each 
cluster of bugs is simply touched with a 
water-color brush dipped in the fluid. 
However, care must be taken that the. 
alcohol does not touch the stem or leaves... 
of the plants. ae pais i 
“While mealy bugs are seldom a problem 
outdoors, there is a form which affects 
Catalpa trees,’’ says Mr. Fleming. 
“Diazinon should be equally effective’ in 
controlling this form of the insect.”

OTTAWA - Tighter controls on issuing 
Social Insurance Numbers, which come 
into effect July 1, 1976, were announced 
today: by the Honorable Robert Andras, 
Minister of Manpower and Immigration. 

Proof of identity and status as a citizen or 
a landed immigrant will now be required 
from persons applying for a new Social 
Insurance Number, a replacement card or a 
record change. This proof must be 
furnished in the form of supporting 
documents such as - birth certificates, 
citizenship or immigration papers. 

In addition,.distinctive Social Insurance 
Numbers (i.e. numbers beginning with a 
“9"' digit) will be issued to applicants who 
don’t have Canadian citizenship or landed 
immigrant, status, but require a Social 
Insurance Number to comply with 
Canadian legal or institutional require- 
ments.

in playthings 


OTTAWA - The Honorable Bryce 
Mackasey,‘ Minister of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, recently announced an 
amendment to the schedule of the 
Hazardous Products Act, effective immed- 
iately; prohibiting the importation, adver- 
tising and sale of playthings which may 
release asbestos and of modelling 
materials which contain asbestos. 

When fine asbestos is mixed with water, 
it can be used for modelling purposes in a 
similar manner to clay or papier-mache. It 
is sometimes used in this fashion in schools 
and in recreational programs. As with 
other items containing asbestos, abrasion 
of the finished product can release tiny 
asbestos fibres into the air. 

‘*Asbestos can be injurious to health 
when taken into the lungs, and I am most 
anxious to eliminate any unnecessary risks 
to children,’’ the Minister said. 

Mr. Mackasey added that it was the 
intention of the amendment to prevent any 
extension of the use of this type of clay, 
which does not appear to be widespread at 
present. He urged parents and teachers to 
check the ingredients of modelling 
materials they have on hand to ensure that 


“they do not contain asbestos, since 


supplies produced before the -prohibition 
might still be in distribution.

Q. Where can I find a good sourdough recipe? 

A. Right here. Prepare the self-perpetuating starter at 
home by softening 2 packages of active dry yeast in 1 
quart of lukewarm water inside a large-crock. Add 4 cups 
of sifted flour. 2 tablespoons of sugar. a pinch of salt and 
beat. Cover. but not tightly. and let it ferment 2-3 days. ig- 
noring the odor. Then. refrigerate it until used. but it must 
be beaten every 7 days.’ 

At the campsite. pour off an amount of sourdough 
starter and let it sit overnight so the yeast can rise. Add 
proportionate amounts of water. flour and sugar to the 


_ original starter solution. replenishing it before putting it

My wife calls the milk-moustache commercials abscene. 

But the milk board doesn’t have to sell my family on the 
product. I drink more than a quart a milk every day. 

The “everything-is-better-with-butter™ slogan hit the 
public fancy a few years ago and I'm wondering why the 
dairymen didn’t stick with that slogan longer. 

"The egg producers hav some intriguing ideas in pro- 


motion. too. Their newspaper and television advertisements 


are excellent. When that psuedo-Chinese chef giggles at 
the end of his on-camera stint, I can’t help but giggle along 
with him. 

Some years ago. the milk board came up with some ter- 
rific summer drink recipes using milk — one of them was 
called a mootini — and I looked for the formula over the 

. weekend but couldn't find it. If Haynes Davies or any of his 
staff read this deathless prose, maybe he'll send me an- 
other copy.

They will be used in a hidework workshop 
where visitors will try to scrape the hide. 

Doing so, visitors will quickly ascertain 

the difficulties involved in this traditional 

native technique. 
The deer and moos¢ have been provided 
by the Ontario Ministry of Natural 

Resources who, last year alone, found 

over 900 deer that had been killed by 

automobiles. .

We asked him where the closest: 

crematory was, and he said in Peterboro. 
At a crematory, they cremate 4 body. 
Usually when a body is cremated, it is 
because it was in a bad accident or the 
body was badly burned and it cannot be 
fixed up good enough for the funeral. 
When the body is cremated, the casket and 
body are put in together. 


There is one crematory in Ottawa and 
three in Toronto. 

When a body is cremated the ashes are 
put into a jar-type container called an urn. 
“An urn comes in many different shapes. 
Some are shaped from a small casket to a. 
shape of a lamp. 

To prepare a body for a funeral you have 
to take the liquid from out of the body and 
replace it with cosmetics. In doing this it is 
called embalming. This means removal of 
the liquid waste from the body. The blood 
is replaced with a fluid consisting of 
chemicals which act as @ preservative. 

In one year there are about 60 funerals. 

Through all this we have learned a lot 
about funerals and morticians.

Climbing vines may be the answer to a 
large expanse of bare house wall, or those 
areas around the house too small for 
shrubs or plants. 

Clinging vines, such as Boston ivy, 
Virginia creeper and climbing hydrangea, 
are excellent for planting against outside 
walls because of their tiny clinging rootlets 
and hardy nature. In the summer they will 
act as a cooling agent on outside walls 
against sun, Says Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist, D.B. 
McNeill. , 

Ivy, however, is only suited to certain 
types of walls, such as masonry, brick or 
concrete. It should not be placed against 
supports that require painting or against 
clapboard or shingled houses. Mr. McNeill 
explains that the vines have a tendency to

Shady areas are often a frustration to 
home gardeners, and because many people 
find it difficult to grow open-garden plants 
in these sites, they’re quite often given 
over to thin, patchy, and weed-prone turf. 
According to a_horticulturist with the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, 
using the right plants can eliminate this 
frustration. 

‘‘In planting these shaded garden areas, @ 
home gardener must be a little +more 
selective of plant species,” states D.B. 
‘McNeill. ‘‘Garden books and publications 
list some of the choice plants that enjoy the 
shade, from annuals and perennials to 
shrubs.”’ 

Begonias, both the tuberous and fibrous 


types, are the most popular of the annuals, 


mainly because of their growing ease, wide 
color choice and their profuse blooming all 
summer. Close favorites are the impatiens 
and coleus. 

“If more permanent plants are preferred, © 
then ajuga, bleeding heart, columbine, lily 
of the valley, primrose, daylily or 
periwinkle will give a good show,’’ he says. 
“There are also several ke that grow 
well in the shade. Yew: euonymous, 
dogwoods, serviceberry and the highbush 
cranberry are excellent choices.’’ Ad 

Once established, these shade-loving 
plants will do much to improve these often 
hard-to-handle sites. |

- Hanging baskets 


can solve problem

Apartment dwellers and other home- 
owners who find growing space for 
gardening restricted may find hanging 
baskets solve the problem. Few crops - 
flowering or vegetable - won't do well in 
hanging baskets, says Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist J.K. 
Hughes. 

‘Regardless of what is planted in the 
hanging baskets, it's important to 
remember that the crop is growing in a 
restricted area. So these plants will require 
considerably more water and fertilizer than 
if they were growing in the ground,’’ he 
says. : 

Water. is possibly the single most 
important requirement of a hanging 
basket, and the soil should be checked 
regularly. Products are available on the 
market to increase moisture retention 
around the roots. Mr. Hughes says that a 
new product, Viterra, acts as @ sponge, 
absorbing a large quantity of water and 
effectively reducing the frequency of 


watering. 

If necessary, fertilizer can be carefully 
incorporated into the basket, but it must be 
done in such-a way that the roots of

As the top 


leader of ‘international sport he _ is, 


willy-nilly, a major, world political 


spokesman. 
The Killanin performance has not been 


impressive. Like Brundage he speaks as” 


though a clear demarcation is necessary 
and really exists between Olympic sport, 
as it is arranged and administered, and 
the politicians of the nations of the world 
which send athletes to the games. 

At the games, whatever the mental 
experience of the individual athletes, the 
honors and world-wide TV, radio, etc., do 
not ignore nationality in the form of flags 
and anthems. To the contrary, the games, 
exalt nationality. 

Take nationality out of the games and 
many of the teams and most of the 
athletes wouldn’t be there. They wouldn’t 
have become athletes. . 


AS FOR THE SPORADIC interest of 
some of the world populace in Olympic 
sports, such ‘as track and field or 
swimming, if that interest were not 
framed and followed within nationalistic 
aspirations there wouldn‘t be enough 
tickets sold to pay the quadrennial travel 
bills of Killanin and his committee.

of politicans and shrieking international 
pressure groups?” ; 

Why? Because the Olympics in their 
concept and execution are so damned 
grandiose. Ever since World War | they 
have been on a scale requiring ational 
resources simply bringing together and 
providing for most national teams. Ever 
since the 1932 Olympics in Los Angeles, 
the scale has put the host’s role beyond 
the capacity of a mere city and onto the 
nation. 


KILLANIN HAS KNOWN both these 
points in a way Brundage never did. 
Recently he admitted that the giganticism 
of the games demands a national 
obligation to be host. He also talks about 
ceilings on spending for facilities, about 
“modest’’ games, and, of course, about 
games without ‘’political intervention”. 

But what is his own track record on the 
Olympics of 1976? 5 : 

Our national government, which Killanin 
now criticizes on several counts, made 
figures clear over three years ago that the 
cost of the 1976 facilities would far out-run 
th ‘venues.

The first was bloodletting, 
still employed by many physicians of the 
period. The other cure: Matrimony. 

Finally, an affliction that, although 
-probably not noted in 20th century medical 
journals, but nonetheless real for the 
lonesome soldier posted at Penetanguish- 
ene, was Nostalgia - A Vehement Desire to 
Revisit One’s Country. 

The description was: ‘‘This is reckoned to 
be a species of melancholy; and it very 
commonly proves not only incurable but 
even fatal...It is observed to be much more 
frequent with some nationalities than 
others; particularly among Swiss soldiers 
in the service of foreign states.”

Over 500 Germans, Austrians and Turks 
were interned here, mainly civilians 
regarded with suspicion for their associa- 
tion with enemy reserves or militia. The 
fort they were to call home was damp and 
crumbling after 25 years of disuse, but the 
weak walls were propped up with timber 
and buildings hastily erected on the parade 
square. Men from the Princess of Wales’ 
Own Regiment, Kingston’s militia unit, 
served as guards. 

Every morning the prisoners would 
answer roll call, dress in their barrack 
rooms and carry their breakfast in buckets 
from the cookhouse. Then came compuls- 
ory chores: cleaning the latrines and 
tidying their sleeping quarters. As 
prisoners-of-war, these men were entitled 
to the same standards of food, clothing and 
housing as Canada’s army.

~ Chicken crepes would make a delightful 
‘entree for your next dinner party or are 


very suitable for a buffet meal. These are 
elegant to serve and have one prime 
feature - they are inexpensive. Crepes ae 
not difficult to make, however they: are 
time consuming since each crepe has to be 
cooked individually. You will require a 
crepe pan or small skillet to prepare them.

decided on. 

It’s the second issue that 
bothers me _ considerably. 
For behind the pilots’ 
palaver about safety, and the 
government's obduracy, 
amounting almost to stupid- 
ity, concerning bilingualism 


‘ at our airports, lies a much 


darker murk. 

That is the obvious back- 
lash of English-speaking 
Canadians to the govern- 
ment’s chosen policy of 
bilingualism. This bitter 
backlash is not just bad, in 
my opinion: it is dangerous. 

Again and again, we saw 
on television perfectly ordin- 
ary citizens who backed the 
pilots’ stand, even when 


personally inconvenienced 
by the strike that was not a 
strike, blurting things like: 
“I'm sick of having it (bi- 
lingualism) shoved down my 


throat.” 


This is not_-the. voice of 
reason, but of bias, and I hate 
to see it in this country which 


I love so much. 
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le more than disturbed by two events 


For a couple of centuries, 
the French of Canada had 
English shoved down their 
throats, not by law, but by 
business, commerce, poli- 
ties, education. Naturally, 
they resented it. Now, 
they're trying to achieve 
equality. of opportunity, 
through bilingualism. The 
result is a strong and ugly 
racialism bouncing back at 
them from those English- 
speaking Canadians who are 
biased and bigoted. 

As in most bigotry, the 
retorts are based on ignor- 
ance and fear. Civil servants 
too stupid or too lazy to learn 
French are afraid fot their 
jobs. Protestants abhor the 
rise of Rome, even though 


most French-Canadians. 


these days are more protes- 
tant that the Protestants. 
‘Conservatives fear any 
change in the comfortable 


pattern of Canadian life, in 
which, for generations, a 
Frenchman was a “Frog,’ to 
be looked down on. 


Maybe I'm out of touch, 
but I haven't noticed any- 
body trying to shove French 
down my throat. 


I hold no brief for the 
province of Quebec. I am as 
sick of its whining and 
demands as the next guy. | 
think its politics are and have . 
been, more corrupt than any 
of the other provinces, which 
isn't saying much. I don't 
even care that deeply about 
Quebec separating from the 
rest of Canada. Nations are 
not sacred. 


But none of that has any- 
thing to do with the French 
language. I though Cana- 
dians were growing up,

‘Due to the large number of enquiries 
concerning the possibility of dumping 
radioactive waste near two lakes in 
Hastings County, Jack Ellis, 
Hastings, has contacted Dr. A.T. Prince, 
President of the Atomic Energy Control 
Board.

ONE MUST BE JUST as careful in 
praising the Trudeau government as being 
a brooding critic of it.. 

Recently I extolled ‘‘the wonderful 
program” being put through by Jean 
Chretien, the president of the treasury 
board. Chretien is not only the keeper of 
the purse, he’s what you might call the 
over-all boss of federal officials. 

The program aims to decentralize, to 
take jobs and their holders out of Ottawa 
(and later out of Toronto and Montreal) 
and spot them across the country in the 
smaller cities. Something like “10,000 
man-years’’ are to be transferred out of 
the eapital in the next four years. 


I concluded the column with a Chretian- ‘ 


_anecdote. He had watched a pulp and 
paper corporation pull its research labs 
out of his riding (small city’and bush 
hinterland) in favor of Montreal. He had 
accepted the line that ‘‘the scientists and 
technicians wanted universities, the 
cultural contacts and the close links with 
other scientists which Montreal provid- 
ed.” When Chretien dug deeper into the 
reasons for the move he found most of the 
staff did not want to move. ' 

The chief of the lab did: He wanted to be 
a corporate vice-president and felt that he 
had to be on the HQ scene to make it. 

The moral of the anecdote is that 
geographical moves of organizations take 
place because of the opinions of men at the 
top, not because of generally-held views of 
the workers.

The Council drew attention to a quote 
from another US safety organization, (The 
Highway Safety Research Institute) which 
stated ‘‘On the basis of existing scientific 
evidence, it would be unwise to require the 
installation of air-bag systems in new 
vehicles... (which) could not hope to 
achieve more than could be achieved 
through the use of the existing lap-torso 
belt system.” A 

“The fact that in Ontario alone, one life 
per day is being saved over last year’s 
figures for the first quarter speaks for 
itself,"" says Phil Farmer, ‘‘and the latest 
usage figures coming officially from the 
Ontario Government show,a rate of 66 per 
cent with virtually no remaining opposi- 
tion.”’

July and August . usually mean hot 
weather and periods without rain. Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food horticul- 
turist: R.A. Fleming says it is extremely 
important at this time of the year for all 
gardeners to keep their outdoor plants 
thoroughly watered. . 

‘‘A thorough watering,’’: explains Mr. 
Fleming, ‘‘means leaving the hose running 
long enough for the moisture to get down 
about four to six inches into the soil.’” The 
way to do this is to apply one to 
one-and-a-half inches of water very slowly 
over the whole garden. By thoroughly 
watering the plants once a week in this 
fashion, your/ garden should be kept in 
good condition throughout the summer. 

The problem with light watering is that 
they tend to encourage the roots to develop 
close to the soil surtace. These shallow 
rooted plants find it difficult to withstand 
extended periods of dry weather.
